Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 

November 30 : The United States consul at Cardenas reports that dur- 
ing the week ended November 27 there was in that city no death from 
yellow fever and no death from smallpox. 

November 29 : The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that 
during the week ended November 28 there was in that city no death 
from yellow fever and 3 deaths from smallpox. 

December 4 : The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 
that during the week ended December 2 there were in that city 10 
deaths from yellow fever and 2 deaths from smallpox. 

November 23 : The United States consular agent at Manzanilla reports 
that during the two weeks ended November 15 there were in that city 
4 deaths from yellow fever. 

November 26: The United States consul at Matanzas reports that 
during the week ended November 24 there were in that city no deaths 
from yellow fever. 

December 4 : The United States sanitary inspector at Habana reports 
that during the week ended December 2 there were in the city of 
Eegla 10 deaths from yellow fever. 

November 29 : The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports 
that during the week ended November 27 there were in that city 38 
cases and 7 deaths from smallpox.
